(The HCFA 1450 form, also called the UB92 form, is used for hospital and alstitution
claims.) A similar statute requires the AUC and the Commissioner of Health to develop a manual for uniform completion of the
form.

Either the homeowner or the honmteseeker
meet both the group and the income eligibility criteria: 1.) must be an elderly person, 2.) a person with a physicalhamdicap,
person with a developmental disability who can live independently, or 4.) the head of a single parent household with depenc
children; andmust be low or moderate incomelhis income and/or service should either help low and moderate income home-
owners who belong to one of the four groups to stay in their homes longer than they would have without the tenants, antlelp low
moderate income homesharers who belong to one of the four groups obtain affordable housing in the community. Homeshare i
foster care, it is not a treatment or training program, it is not a group home, it serves adults. Since a match depematsiain the
consent of a homeowner and a homeseeker, homeshare is not a service situation for persons who lack good coping skills, who
serious behavior problems, or who need constant direction. GRANTEES are expected to work with all four of these groups.

It is the intent of this program to assist in the development of homesharing programs in both urban and rural sectitate of the ¢
with as wide a distribution as possible.

ELIGIBLE SPONSORS
